THIS  Rose  is  the  result  of  many  years  of  painstaking  breed¬ 
ing  work  carried  on  by  Frank  Spanbauer,  one  of  the 
best-known  Rose-growers  in  this  country.  It  is  a  seedling 
of  Richmond  and  General  Jacqueminot.  Filing  his  appli¬ 
cation  for  a  patent  under  the  new  Plant  Patent  Law  on  July  1,  1930, 
Mr.  Spanbauer  was  granted  Patent  No.  2  on  October  13,  193 1 

The  buds  are  well  formed  and  the  color,  which  is  predominantly 
crimson,  is  retained  until  the  flower  is  fully  developed.  It  has 
abundant  foliage  and  is  vigorous  in  habit  of  growth,  producing 
extra-long  stems  without  pinching.  We  have  given  Senior  the 
severest  tests  under  all  conditions  and  find  it  the  best  year-around  red 
Rose  we  have  ever  grown. 

According  to  our  agreement  with  the  originator,  no  plants  sold 
are  to  be  used  for  propagating  purposes,  either  for  own  use  or  for  sale.
